Digma is encamped eight miles distant from 
Suakim. A battle with him is expected when 
the British troops return to Suakim trom 
Tckar. 
All reports commend the steadiness 
with which the British moved on Teb. 
The 
square in which they advanced to battle was 
never broken. 
The determination and brav­ 
ery of the rebels is shown in the fact that 
when they were charged by the cavalry great 
numbers of them threw themselves upon 
their backs oa the ground and speared the 
horses of the troopers as they dashed over 
them. 
The march to Tokar was accomplished in 
four hours from T tb. Tne Hussars scoured 
the ccuutry, aud kept up a desultory skir­ 
mishing with the enemy, who retired in dis­ 
organized masses in the direction of Tama- 
nief. The Arabs lost 1,400 men dead on the 
field at Teb, besides guns and other muni­ 
tions. 
The whole camp, including 375 tents 
and many camels, was taken. 
The condition 
of the camp showed that the Aral's relied 
upon being victorious. 
General Graham 
sends part of the Tokar garrison to Trinki- 
tat, and destroys the fortification*. 
He will 
then march to 4'amanief, where he will con­ 
voke the sheikhs of friendly tribe?, and those 
submitting to him, to make ariangements to 
keep opeu the route to Suleim and Berber. 
After the battle, Baker l ’a-ha and Ad­ 
miral Hewitt returned i.o Trinkitat.

soldiers cheered Baker Pat ha, who was so 
severely wounded as to be unable to walk.

Conclusive Explanation by Surveyor Gen. 
er&l Wlll«y of Its Purposed and Ef­ 
fects. 


E d s. R kcord-U nion : I respectfully re . 
quest th at you kindly perm it me to use the 
columns of your paptr for the publication 
of a brief statem ent of the m erits of the 
M iller Glascock lieu land bill, and my con­ 
nection therew ith. 
I have advocated the passage of this bill 
and shall continue to do so, as my prede­ 
cessor, General Shanklin, did and does, 
and consider th at I am as much justified in 
seeking to secare w hat is justly due to the 
State as I am in protecting and properly 
disposing of w hat she has. 
Once we had an agent in W ashington, as 
Oregon, Nevada and Florida now have, 
whose duty it was to act as the attorney 
for the Stata in all m atters of interest 
thereto, bu t since the abolishm ent of th at 
office it has become necessary for each of 
my predecessors and for myself to visit 
W asnington to perform the duties formerly 
discharged by the agent. 
M y advocacy of the M iller Glascock bill 
has been censured, but should be praised, 
as it only provides for the rectify lag of a 
mistake. 
On M arch 3, 1853, Congress passed an 
A ct granting to this State each sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth Beetion for school pur­ 
poses, or an amount of land eqnai to one- 
in t hi 
at Aob 


of 


ghteenth of all the public 
State. 
By this aud the subs 
of 1S59 and 1S64 we were permitte 
select other lands in lieu of such s:\le 
and thirty-sixth sections as had been ol 
wise appropriated by- the U nited St 
but certain classes of losses, and uni 
nat*ly cot all, were specified as euti 
the State to indem nity. 
Lusees becau 
lands being returned as mineral not hav­ 
ing lieen specified, the Commissioner of the 
General I,and Office has denied us the right 
to select indem nity for th at class of losses. 
W e a r e thus deprived of just so much of 
the one-eighteeuth of public land jurtly due 
us as has been so returned, aud the Miller- 
Glascock bill simply provides th at the Act 
of M arch 3, 1853, shall he so construed as 
giving us tais right specifically. 
Tne second section i f the bill causes ad­ 
verse comment, but should not, because 
the U uitcd States is violating oue of the 
maxims of Blackstonc in restricting the 
State to the selection of indem nity lauds 
in the same district in which the losses oo- 
curred. 
It is taking advantage of its owu 
wrong, inasmuch as, having deprived us 
unjustly of this right for nearly thirty 
years, until all desirable lands bave bsen 
disposed of iu the districts where most of 
the lauds returned as mineral exist, we 
are now to be lim ited to the right of selec­ 
tion in said districts, where we cannot sa t­ 
isfy the same. 
We should be accorded the 
right to select the indem nity inuring to 
the State under this A ct from the choicest 
unappropriated and unoccupied lands in 
the State. 
There are no district locating 
agents, and no district funds—only one 
agent for the State, and the money goes 
to one common fund, hence no reason ex­ 
ists for restriction to selection w ithin dis­ 
tricts. 
Every other State which has enjoyed the 
benefit of a school land grant, and has in­ 
curred losses of this class, bas received in­ 
dem nity for the same, except Colorado, and 
a bill granting said right to th at Slate has 
passed the Senate during this Bession. 
I take no more interest in this bill than 
in other measures which necessitated my 
visit to W ashington, 
but 
this 
having 
caused much comment, I take pleasure in 
defending it. 
The m atter of lieu lands is misunder­ 
stood. 
No such thing as lieu scrip exists, 
nor has there ever been any collateral which 
was receivable in paym ent for school lands, 
save school land warrants, all of which 
have already been cancelled. 
The idea of such scrip has become cur­ 
rent, because certain land attorneys h»va 
charged a certain amount for their knowl­ 
edge of 
specific losses cf sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections, which were named, 
and used as basis in lieu of which the 
lands purchased have been selected by the 
State. 
In the past, large bodies of lieu lands 
have been secured by speculators, but since 
the adoption of the new Constitution and 
Codes, this has become impossible, as the 
purchaser has to be au actual settler, aud 
can secure but 320 acres. Also, fully fifteen 
months m ust elapse before a patent can 
issue to au applicant, and duriDg tb at time 
any one has the right to contest the 
validity of an application to purchase, in 
the Superior Court of the county in which 
the land sought to be purchased is situ­ 
ated. 
The bill referred to is a ju st one, and I 
particularly desire it should pasB, th at I 
may appropriate a m ajority of the bases for 
the curing of defective unlisted selections 
which could not be cured under tbe Act of 
M arch 1, 1877. 
Most of these defective 
selections are in districts where a small 
quantity of lands have been returned as 
mineral, therefore the district lines m ust 
be disrfgjrded to adm it of necessary cor­ 
rections. 
In the San Francisco D istrict 
the m ajority of these selections exist, say 
ten thousand acres, and only tw elve hun­ 
dred acres of mineral lieu would inure to 
the State. 
I had a bill before the last Legislature 
providing authority for me to decline to re­ 
ceive new lien applications until all such 
defective eelections were cured, which was 
defeated by the same parties who attack 
the Miller-Glascock bill. I then arbitrarily 
refused to receive any such applications, 
and only when threatened w ith a man­ 
damus, which would have involved the 
State in great expense, did I recede. 
If the parties who attack the bill referred 
to know of any band of speculators who 
have designs upon the lands of the State, 
It is their duty to name them . 
I know of 
none. 
It is the land attorneys who make the 
attack, and who fear th at the bill will pass 
and their knowledge be rendered w orth­ 
less. 
W e have, unfortunately, a lot of 
Ishm aelites iu this State, who no sooner 
learn of a measure being proposed for th e 
benefit of tbe State, than they oppose it. 
The Miller-Glascock bill has received 
the indorsement of those who probably 
know w hat are, and seek most to promote, 
the best interests of the State, and so long 
as there is a chance to facilitate the pas­ 
sage of said bill, I shall labor in th at di­ 
rection. 
The praisew orthy bill granting the right 
to select other lands in lieu of those re­ 
turned as mineral, to Colorado, is the sam e 
as th at for California, except th at the Calo­ 
rado bill recites the m anner in which the 
m ineral character of lands shall be deter­ 
mined, all of which is superfluous, as the 
U nited States laws already require th at the 
course therein prescribed shall be followed, 
hence the Colorado bill, which grants in­ 
dem nity for such “ lands as may have been 
or shall be found to be mineral lands,” 
being “ fair intelligible 
* 
* 
* 
and any 
State entitled to select as provided there­ 
in ,” no tangible objection can be raised to 
tbe California bill, which grants indemnity 
for such “ lands as may have been or shall 
be found to be m ineral lands," using the 
laneuage of the hostile critics. 
hile in W ashington I endeavored to pro­ 
cure the passage of an amendment to tho 
present Colorado bill, exactly as it passed, 
including California, which will indicate 
just how much I was disposed to labor 
iu the interest of “ a tricky bill.” 
The 
Senate 
decided

should stand npon its own bottom, hence 
the 
failure 
to combine the two bills. 
In conclusion, perm it me to state th a t 
the bill íb ju st, my advocacy thereof just 
and proper, and I have said my say.

T B E RAILROAD TAX 
CASE3. 


W e do net believe that the history of 
any part of the country vs ill disclose a par­ 
allel to the result of events of the last few 
days in the Federal Court at San Francisco. 
The State appealed to the proper tribunals 
to enforce the collection of taxes against 
Certain railroad corporations. 
In a large 
number of these cases the judgment of the 
Court upon the facts as elicited before it 
in one case, which was a full aad ample 
test 
of 
the 
issues 
in 
all, 
went 
againt the State. 
The commonwealth was 
therefore beaten, so far as the lower Court 
was concerned. 
It was determined by a 
proper tribunal that the claim for taxes 
was not a valid one, that the Stati had not 
nroperly assessed the railroad companies 
and that they were entitled to be protected 
against the attempt to collect from them 
sums not due to the State on legal grout ds. 
Thereupon the defendants, recognizing that 
it is a duty to pay a just tax, and desiring 
in no way to cripple a State upon the pros­ 
perity of which their own success depends, 
came into Court and paid in the principal, 
and consented to tho judgments gained be­ 
ing set aside aad judgments entered for the 
State aud against themselves. 
Thus the 
State received every dollar it claimed of 
the principsl, and to make perfect clear­ 
ance of the grouod the defendants agreed 
in open Court that no right of the State to 
have test casts carried to the Court of final 
resort on appeal as to other sums claimed 
should be 
obstructed 
by any act 
or 
objection 
of theirs, 
hut, on 
the 
contrary, should 
be specially reserved, 
for the State claims 
certain pen allies 
by way of percentages and attorneys’ fees 
and interest upon the delinquent taxes, 
and the legality of which are now at 
issue. 
These penalties are not paid, and, 
as we understand it, taeir payment will be 
resisted on grounds which would appear to 
be so legally fortified that no other than 
defeat of the State will he the outcome. 
Everything, then, which can be, or is de­ 
sired to he taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, is in a condition to go 
up, and, if 
the appeals are not taken and 
perfected, 
the fault will be 
with the 
representatives of the State in the case. It 
will thus be seen that there is nothing it 
may desire to complain of on the part of 
the State of which it has been deprived. 
The penalties demande! are net je ij-arized. 
No right of the State to appeal has been 
vacated. 
Every remedy the State haa had 
to tost the validity of its assessment aud 
tax methods as to railroads remains to it. 
And, now, what has been the result of 
the Court proceedings? 
In the face of the 
record, and which to the fair-minded is 
conclusive refutation of the libelous charge 
that the railroads aro or have been seeking 
to avoid their fair share of the cost of State 
and county Government, the cry still goes 
up to the Governor for an extra session of 
the Legislature. 
Obviously it can be but 
for one purpose—to “ cinch” the railroad 
organizations by ntfrien lly and vexatious 
legislation, in order to gratify malicious 
envy and personal ambition. 
Nothing 
could bo done at such a session to add to 
or advance any riglt the S;atc has, nor de­ 
prive the corporations of any rights they 
have before the tribunals of the country ; 
but the opportunity to annoy the railroad 
companies is a very tempting one to the 
average demagogue. It is said to bsa mat­ 
ter of doubt as yet—notwithstanding the 
gjmi-cfficial announcements given oat— 
as 
to

Tho pressure brought to 
bear upon the Executive to secure it haa 
been very great, and very annoying no 
doubt, and the position of the Governor 
anything but pleasant.

taxes are concerned, have now been dissi­ 
pated to the last vestige.

contrary express record has been made that 
no right possessed by the State to prose­ 
cute tho mooted paints of law to final con- 
elution shall even be assailed by the de­ 
fendants. 
If, after these developments, a 
call is still issued, it must be based upon 
other g ro n d s than those recently so much 
debated relative to railroad taxes.

Statements have recently been made that 
the Western Union Telegraph Company- 
had reduced its tariffs on the transmission 
of messages. 
The company is rendering 
very good and c-tficient service at really low 
rates ; but it is always in order to present 
public matters in their true light, and the 
present redactions may thereiore be justly 
characterized as more apparent than real. 
The only rate exceeding SI in the United 
States was between the Pacific coast cities 
and Atlantic cities, practically between 
San Francisco and New York, in which in­ 
stance the rate for messages of ten words 
was SI 50. 
The night rate, however, was 
only one-half of the day rates, and as a re­ 
sult there was little or no day-rate busi­ 
ness done over the line. 
The company has 
reduced the day rate from §1 50 to §1, but 
has not correspondingly reduced the night 
rate. 
But 00 per cent of all the business 
between the extremes of the continent was 
done at the night rate ; 
therefore the re­ 
duction means a reduction of 33 per cent, 
on 10 per cent, of the business. The reduc­ 
tion will increase the day business. 
Dis­ 
patches are usually sent because the occa­ 
sion of sending requires expedition of com­ 
munication, while §1 50 for a message of 
ten words, as against 75 cents for the night 
rate, would deter many persons from send­ 
ing dispatches in the day time ; $1 for the 
new day rate as against 75 cents, the sub­ 
sisting night rate, will secure a much 
larger volume of day business. 
The re­ 
duction will therefore 
largely increase 
rather than diminish the revenues of the 
company. 
The tendency manifest in telegraphic 
rates haa 
been 
constantly 
downward. 
W ithin a few yearB the volume of business 
will have bo far increased as to justify 
much lower rates throughout the country. 
The only criticism we have to make on all 
this is the danger of further reductions in 
the wages paid operators. 
The cheap tele­ 
graphic rate which reduces twenty' thou­ 
sand skillful and induttricua operators toa 
point barely above starvation should not be 
welcomed by the public. 
Operators are 
entitled to a fair compensation—a rate at 
which they can accumulate property and 
become independent in their helpless age. 
They should be able upon their earnings to 
raise their families respectably and to ed­ 
ucate their children, and the public has no 
right to a rate of service which, to main­ 
tain the monopoly of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, will impoverish these 
operators. 


T E E 
DYNAMITE 
BUSINESS. 


It is being debaled in governmental cir­ 
cles in England whether the United Stites 
shall not be appealed to join in a treaty 
with other nations to put dynamite con­ 
spiracies and dynamite assaults upon cities 
on a penal plane above ordinary attempts 
to do murder, and with a view of making 
the infamous dynamite business more dan­ 
gerous to the cowardly miscreants who en­ 
gage in it. 
If we are solicited to this end 
why should we not respond approvingly ? 
W hat is there in the theory or practice of 
our form of government which gives ground 
for the expenditure on our part of the 
slightest sympathy upon assassins ? 
The 
time may not be far distant when we may 
desire and Deed the countenance of friendly 
nations in throttling the vermin that make 
indiscriminate war upon women and chil­ 
dren by concealed bombs, torpedoes and 
infernal machines. 
We believe wo should 
go to the extent of branding as criminally 
infamous the concocting of plots of war, 
and the raising < f money heae to aid them 
against any Dation with which we arc at 
peace. 
There is no line of law, no section 
in codes of moral, no letter in the statutes 
of international country, and no doctrine 
in the systsm of a republic that justifies 
approval of our soil being used as a vantage 
ground from which to assail a friendly na­ 
tion. 
When it comes to efforts of armed 
men to inaugurate actual war we do put 
on the seal of condemnation and resist by 
force of arms, as we did in the case of the 
raids upon the Canadas some years ago, 
and there would appear to be no good 
reason why we should not act earlier in the 
day for the future.

[San Francisco Alta of March 2d.) 
If Governor Stoneman adheres to the de­ 
cision he formed last week, to convene the 
Legislature, it will be the duty of all par­ 
ties to unite in making the session a suc­ 
cess, by securing wise and conservative 
legislative adjustment of the questions at 
issue. 
To Democrats, at least, the conse­ 
quences of falling ehoit in the attempt to 
reach this conclusion would be too serious 
to contemplate with complacency. Though 
the wisdom of the Governor’s decision may 
be open to doubt, the confidence felt in his 
motives ia, happily, unbounded. 
But the fact is patent that the grounds of 
action have shifted greatly since the Gov­ 
ernor arrived at his determination last 
week. 
He must now reconsider his deci­ 
sion, and he will probably reverse it. 
It 
is perfectly well understood that the con­ 
trolling consideration with the Governor at 
that time was the impoverished condition 
of the State and county treasnriea and 
the deadlock in 
the tax suits. 
The 
premises 
of the Governor’s conclusion 
were briefly these : First, the finances of 
that State and counties were in a condi­ 
tion lo excita serious concern ; second, 
this difficulty might be avoided by a com­ 
promise with the railroad, but a compro­ 
mise whereby the State waived collection 
of the interest, penalties and attorneys’ 
fees, was, the Governor believed, illegal 
a violation of the San Jose platform ; 
third, no method of collecting the taxes 
and from the railroad, except by this com­ 
promise, was then apparent. 
Tnerefore, 
Governor Stoneman decided that the ex­ 
traordinary occasion 
had arisen which 
justified an extra session. 
He did rot, 
like some uneasy spirits of mischief, desire 
the extra session for its owd sake; he 
knew what it would cost in money, aDd 
the political dangers which would attend 
it. 
But he assumed that the alternative 
was an extra session or a compromise, and 
having pledged himself against a com­ 
promise, he favored an extra session to de­ 
vise some other means of compelling the 
railroad to pay its taxes. 
^ 
Now, since the Governor came to this 
conclusion and announced that he would 
summon the Legislature, a new phase has 
been put on the whole business. The taxes 
have been paid, and not by compromise 
either. 
A compromise, as tho word is or­ 
dinarily uBed, and as it was employed ia 
the San Jose platform, means an arrange­ 
ment by which two parties to a dispute ef­ 
fect a settlement by each abating a part of 
his claim to secure the rest, aud this is 
something that has not been done in the 
tax cases. 
Though money has been ob­ 
tained fo carry ou the State Government, 
the State has not embraced the compro­ 
mise contemplated by the Governor. 
It 
has not waived its right to one cent of the 
interest, penalties or attorneys’ fees. 
The 
tax suits were tried, tho railroad obtaiued 
judgments, the judgments were set aside 
on motion of its own attorney, judgment 
was entered for the State fur the face of 
the taxes, and a stipulation signed that the 
Stito should not be barred from collecting 
the remainder of the money if the Supreme 
Court decided it to be legally due. 
So, 
here we have the golden stream of revenue 
that was needed to irrigate the bam n 
County Treasuries. 
The clue to the maze 
has been discovered. 
The money has not 
been bought with a compromise ; the San 
Jose platform has been respected, and no 
prerogative of the State abated. 
Of course it is impossible to attem pt to 
predict what the Governor wiH decide to 
do under these new circumstances ; but as | 
the main consideration which inclined him 
to convene the Legislature has been re­ 
moved out of the way, it would be natural 
to suppose that his determination will be 
altered accordingly. 
It is understood, in­ 
deed, that, had the session been called, 
other objects would have been stated in 
the call besides the settlement of the rail­ 
road tax question, but the latter was the 
magnum opus, and no one believes that 
without it the Governor would have for a 
moment deemed the need for the Legisla­ 
ture momentouE enough to justify conven­ 
ing it. 
Hence the decision to be arrived 
at next Tuesday acquires fresh interest and 
wiil be awaited with considerable anxiety. 
The railroad tax question is beyond the 
reach of legislation—revenue has been ob­ 
tained in amounts sufficient for present 
needs, and the litigation can be left to 
peacefully take the course it would have 
to follow in any event. 
W hat exigency 
remains that could justify an extra session ?

The Leader, referring to this ail-impor­ 
tant subject to Sacramento, says: “ Our 
evening contemporary ought to feel lone­ 
some in its almost single-handed opposition 
to the special levee tax. 
From every side 
comes positive expression in favor of the 
proposition to strengthen and perfect our 
levee system, that danger from flood may 
be averted. 
If an estimate could be made 
of the loss the city has suffered throughout 
the State directly chargeable to her defi­ 
cient levee protection, we have no doubt 
that the people with one accord would de­ 
clare unequivocally for whatever tax might 
be needed to defend us agaiDst a possible 
deluge from the Sacramento and American. 
It is not, as the Lee persistently states, 
‘ merely 
to 
inspire 
confidence ’ among 
our citizens, that 
the 
strengthening of 
our levees is demanded ; but it is rather 
that their present insecure condition is a 
constant bar to the progress of the city— 
a menace that warns strangers from the 
city and diverts outside capital, always 
timid, from investment with us. 
But if 
there were no other sufficient reasons for 
the tax, we maintain that this acknowl­ 
edged temerity on the part of our own 
people is reason enough. 
It must neces­ 
sarily result to our great impairment as 
a city to have it known that oar own 
people 
stand 
halting and fearing 
for 
the security of their homes. 
Sacramento 
is eligibly located 
for a great inland 
trade mart. 
W e fondly anticipate that 
she will one day become the seat of vast 
manufacturing interests, while her com­ 
mercial importance will keep pace with 
her progress in other directions. 
Nature 
has been especially kind to ns. 
She has 
sent a noble river flowing by our doors, 
aud round about us spread out a land of 
unrivaled richness 
in ail that goes to 
make up a prosperous, thriving, progres­ 
sive community. 
Unfortunately she has 
given ns, also, a few people whose con­ 
tracted visions stnpidiy and stnbbarnly re­ 
fuse to see the importance of fostering and 
protect ng the 
kind 
offices of 
nature 
toward us. 
These people are now fighting 
the proposed levee tax. 
But what are all 
our boasted advantages without adequate 
protection from floods? 
The gentle river 
that 
bears 
the 
products 
of 
onr 
lands 
and 
factories 
to 
the 
sea 
may 
likewise 
prove 
our 
dire 
destruc­ 
tion, and in a day undo the work of 
a generation. 
We submit that it is not 
good public policy or business sense to 
shoulder any further risk on tnis question 
of flcods. 
We maintain an extensive tire 
department to protect our property. 
We 
pay heavy insurance rates as guarantees 
against loss by fire. 
Yet a single rush 
of water through or over our levees— 
a 
not 
improbable 
event— would cause 
more 
damage 
and 
suffering 
in 
an 
hour than all the fires in tho ordinary^ 
course of a century. 
W e can afford to 
take no chance in the matter. 
Every con­ 
sideration of pnblic and private interest 
demands that the city be thoroughly and 
absolutely secured against all danger from 
floods. 
A number of representative tax­ 
paying citizens, acting in the capacity of 
disinterested but public-spirited men, ex­ 
amined onr levee defenses and, after a 
careful consideration of the statements of 
both the City and County Engineers, pro­ 
nounced them inadequate and insecure. 
The Mayor indorses the proposition to 
strengthen and improve them, and citizens 
generally favor it. 
W e believe that the 
spirit of enterprise that is associated with 
tne name of Sacramento throughout the 
State, will assert itself on the 11th of 
March in an overwhelming majority in 
favor of the $28,000 tax.

Mr. Johnson said : 
I t only needs on the part 
of the Republican party of this city to nomi­ 
nate a good clean ticket, elect a good, clean, 
wide-awake and energetic Central Commit, 
tee, pull together as in days gone by, unite 
as OLe party, and we can sweep the city at 
the election to be held cd the 11th of March. 
Palsied be the arm and tongue of the Repub­ 
lican who will not iay aside all personal feel­ 
ings and ambi'ion for place nc the ticket or 
committee, and all individual differences, 
and vote the straight ticket at the coming 
election. 
He esid it was a shame and burn­ 
ing di-grace that in the city of Sacramento, 
where there is 500 Republican majority, 
we have a Democratic Board of Trustees. 
He invoked forgetfulness of ihs past, striving 
now and hereafter to have a united party and 
till all the offices with good and true Repub­ 
licans. 
In referring to the Republican party, 
he eaid it was the party he loved and the 
party he was proud to be a member of. Every 
Republican at this time must ^ be willing, if 
uectssary, to be a private in ihs ranks, put 
his shoulcer to the wheel, stand by the ticks', 
and victory would perch upcn the banner of 
the Republican party on the 11th instant.

Albert Leonard moved tbe appointment of 
a Committee on Order of Business, and tbe 
President appointed the following commi'tee : 
Albert Leonard, G. W. Jackson, W. D. 
Stalker, KJ. M. M artin and L. S. Taylor. 
A fter a recess of ten minutes, the commit­ 
tees made their reports, as follows : Order 
of Business—First, adooti u of platform ; 
second, election of City Central Committee, 
to consist cf nine members, one to be selected 
by the Convention at large, and the delega­ 
tion from each ward to recommend two mem­ 
bers of the committee, subject ia each case to 
tbe approval of the entire Convention, and 
the committee as a whole to be subject to ap­ 
proval of the Convention after action taken 
upon the recommendation of each w ard; 
third, nomination for First Trustee ; fourth, 
nomination for Chief of Police; íiftb, nomi­ 
nan -n for City A ttorney; sixth, nomination 
fcr Fire Commissioner. 
The committee rec­ 
ommended that candidates ba required to 
preseat themselves btfore the Convention 
and indorse the platform. 
This report was 
adopted, on a division, by 83 ayes to 71 noes 
The Committee on Resolutions reported 
the fallowing platform : 
The Republicans of the city of Sacramento, in 
Convention assembled, as expr, ssive of their views 
and of the platform upon which they present their 
candidates to the people, do resolve: 
1. That the wise, patriotic, enlightened and eco­ 
nomical Administration of President Arthur merits 
and receives our fullest and heartiest indorsement 
and commendation. His whole course since taking 
i ftice has been characterized by devotion to the in­ 
terests of the people, end the results of his Adminis- 
tratlon, It- shown by the constant reduction of the 
public debt, in the maintenance of the public credit, 
and in the general revival of business and friendly 
feeling in alt portions of the land, .are such as to 
force the admiration of all cla-ses. 
2 That, as citizen- of Califorr.i a, we are proud of 
the record made by Senator John F. Miller in the 
hails of the Xa’ional Legisiatnre, and as Republicans 
we congratulate ourselves and our party on having 
a m au at the he-d of the party in this State whose 
private life is irreproachable, whore public life is 
stain ¡-as, whose ability is universally recognized, 
and whose position among the leaders of the ltepub- 
iican party in the nation and in the Senate of the 
United States is such as to give every resident of 
California just cause for pride. 
That, as residents and taxpayers of the city of 
Sacramento, having our property and our families 
within its limits, realizing the importance of pro­ 
tecting tbe health of the city as well as providing 
for its security, we most heartily and cordially in­ 
dorse the two’propositions for a special tax, one for 
drainage and sanitary purposes and the other for 
repairs and enlargement of the levees, submitted 
by the City Trusties, and recommend every voter 
to ca-1 an afflrmat.ve ballot upon both these propo­ 
siti it - 
The taxes are needed to promote the health 
of the city and mail.tela its security. 
The old adage, 
•* In Lime of |ieaee prepare for war," is particularly 
applicable to tile position of '-lcruinento at tbe pres­ 
ent day, because new, while we are in no dauger 
from flood or pestilence or disease, while we have 
plenty of credit, plenty of prof erty, plenty of energy 
and enthusiasm, now, of ail times, is the proper one 
to use tnat credit, property, energy and enthusiasm 
in making the future as secure as the present. 
4. That we favor a vigorous defense of the litiga­ 
tion now being carried on between the bondholders, 
representing the indebtedness of the city, and city 
authorities, to tbe end that the interests of the city 
and its creditors may- be dtfi itely settled by the 
Courts, unless the city authorities and its creditors 
can agree upon just and reasonable terms of com­ 
promise. 
5. That no amount of licensing can change the 
character of a crime ; that gambling is a crime, mor­ 
ally, socially and legally, and we repudiate the 
action of the present board of City Trustees in at­ 
tempting to give dignity and respectability to a

perity of Sacramento. 
7. Recognizing In the Free Public Library an im­

FEBRU ART 
WEATHER, 


The average rainfall, says Sergeant Bar- 
wick, for the past 35 years, during the month 
of February, was bnt 2 93 inches. 
Ths past 
month is 1.53 inches ahead of the average 
rainfall for 35 y ears. 
The heaviest rainfall 
for February in any one of the past 35 years 
was during that month in 1854 and 1878, be­ 
ing 8 50 inches and 8.04 inches, respectively. 
T te smallest rainfall in any one February in 
the past 35 years was in the year 1S52, when 
but .12 of an inch was precipitated. 
The 
mean average temperature for 30 years fcr 
the month of February was about 50°; the 
past month’s mean average was about 4° 
colder than the mean average of 30 years. 
The prevailing direction of wind for Febru­ 
ary during the last seven years was from the 
n o rth ; it being from the north in 1879, 1882, 
1883 and 1884 ; from the southeast in 1880 
and 1881. 
Some years, when ths prevailing 
winds are from the north, we have more r.in 
than when they arc from the southeast, but 
there is nothing definite about it—for in­ 
stance, in February, 1879, the prevailing 
wind was north, rainfall 3.88 itch es; in Feb­ 
ruary, 18S0, prevailing wind was southeast 
and rainfall only 1.83 inches ; in 1881, pre­ 
vailing wind southeast, rainfall 5.06 itches ; 
last February, prevailing wind north, rain 
fall 4 46 inches. 
As a general thing, though 
the heaviest monthly precipitations for Feb­ 
ruary are more usually accompanied by pre­ 
vailing winds from the southeast.
